Brakemen Lead in the Causalities for 


Six Months.

HARRISBDRG, Pa., Aug. 23.—Fig- 


ures compiled by the Statu Railroad 
Commission on the accidents to em- 
ployes of tho railroads of Pennsylva- 
nia, during the first six months of the 
present year show that brakemen lead 
in the casualties, 42 having been kill- 
ed and 804 injured. Section men and 
work train laborers were next, with 
37 killed and 399 injured, and conduc- 
tors were third, with 12 fatal and 203 
nou-tulal accidents. In all 141 em- 
ployes were killed and .2.7:A-Injured 
from January 1 to June 1.

Bloody Battle of Half Hour. 


Within the short spaoe o( a halt 


hour one ot the bloodiest battles ot 
Its kind In this section ot the country 
Bad been fought. Prior to that time 
there had been a calm. 
Soon after 


the tiring ceased the town one* more 
resumed It* unperturbed state and 
everything was still and quiet snve 
for the clanging of ambulance gongs 
and the clatter of horses' boofs as the 
trooper* galloped,through the streets 
Seeking to dislodge ambuscade's. 


It wa» after Deputy Sheriff Hurry 


Exler hod given up his lite In a brave 
battle against terrffto odds that the 
second Old more serious' battle fol- 
lowed. 
In the latter more than 500 


shots were flred and for two hours 
the dead and dying Uy In the streets 
while ambulance crews and assisting 
physicians risked their lives In pene- 
trating the town, either over the 
O'Donovan bridge or by circuitous de- 
tours. 


Deputy Is Ordered Into Street. 


Exler was returning to the scene ot 


the strike trouble from his supper 
when the car was stopped about S 
o clock at the Schoenvllle approach to 
the O'Donovan bridge and he along 
with others was ordered Into the 
street. 


Exler'e refusal caused the mob to 


make a rush at him. He drew his re- 
volver and «hett Injury or death 
seemed Inevitable Enter opened flro. 
The first report from Exler's revolver 


• was answered by a volley from the 


ranks of the mob and ha fell, mortally 
wounded. 
Me continued to Are, tor 


when his body was rescued' his re- 
volver was empty and was gripped In 
his right hnnd. 


Hartllj- had the mob allowed the 


other passengers to depart In peace 
thtin another Island BHIIIUB car was 
9>">n starting across the O'Oonovnn 
bridge from the other sld?. By thai 
time the mob was lu a trenay, and as 
the car neared the tower side thoy 
formed ten deep across the tracks 


Troopers Williams, Smith, .tones, 


' O'Donnell ami Kllch, nil ot Troop A, 


e'ate constabulary, were on the car. 
They had been on n brief furlough. As 
the mob boarded the car and soliod 
the conductor the men arose to make 
flip fight against the terrible odds, 
fear

O'Donni'tl wan the Brst to (all with a 
bullet through hi* loft side.

of troopers. As they galloped towunl 
the O'Donovan bridge the flrlng *as 
resumed, but when the horsemen, wltu 
carbines drawn, cam« aearur on a wild 
gallop, the mob broke ai.d lied. The) 
ran In all directions, but many turned 
to flro a tow scattering uhota In ,luo 
direction of tho approaching troopers. 


The sharp report of ruvolve,'* was 


heard through Schoenvlllu 
It was 


ominous to the terrlflfld people la the 
hamlet and none ventured outduorh. 
Fear tor the safety ot husbMifl or 
father nearly drove them mad, yet 
none would risk peoplng outdoors until 
tho clatter of horses' hoofs Indicated 
that the troopers were masters ot 
the situation and that It was safe to 
go out. 


Even then the fenr of ambuscade 


terrified many. Several Innocent pur- 
sons were wounded In this minnnr, 
shots being flred at them from dark 
retreats as they passed by. heedless 
of danger. 


Find Body of Dead Trooper. 


After the flrlng hsd coated It de 


veloptd tbat part of the mob had con 
gregated at the wide bend In the 
bridge. 
Frantic over the disappear 


ance of Trooper Williams, the horse- 
men made a dash to the spot. 
Hln 


body lay there almost under tho hecta 
of tho mob. 


Many of the victims ware taken Into 


the office of Dr. R. Hanoi or, whose 
olTlce Is In the Victor bank building. 
The wounded person* received there 
wore mostly strikers, and ot the num- 
ber two were dying whan brought In.
